This program tells how many people died under 
that surname in the country, and where they applied for social security. 


PAF. the computer program is sold for $35 anda bargain. You can come in 
and do your family genealogy on the computer and either send it to Salt 
Lake or take it home as you wish. We encourage sending it to Salt Lake so 
others will have access to it. 


MISCELLANEOUS - FHC has genealogical word lists for various 
languages: German, French, ltalian, Dutch, Norwegian, Swedish, Latin. 
Research outlines are available to date for every state except New York. 
The entire collection sells for $10.00. PERSI lists all articles printed in 
Journals, by surname and subject. We have various other research guides 
for sale, i.e. a book on England is $1.00, 52 pages, and touches on 
Scotland and Ireland as well. These are wonderful handy reference guides. 
Most of these programs are available at every Family History Center. We 
do not have interlibrary loan now but it is possible in the future. Libraries 
can purchase these programs. The IGI is reprinted every 4 years.

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over again to prove if its right or wrong. We have the New England Register, 
1847 - date and they are coming out with a new index which we will get 
when available; and the Genealogical Periodical Annual Index. We have 
some city directories of the local municipalities, the earliest from West Palm 
Beach is 1920. We do not have every year but have most through 1985. 
The city library has a large collection and if we need something from one we 
do not have to go upstairs. 


CEMETERY RECORDS. WE are preparing cemetery records which we 
expect to publish, doing first those owned by the municipalities. We hope to 
do all cemeteries in Palm Beach County but it is a very slow tedious project 

as we go to the City Hall to do this work. 


BIBLIOGRAPHY We are putting the bibliography of our holdings on 
the computer and hope to have that ready for publication by the end of the 
year. 


COMPUTERS. We have two computers, one in the office for our use only 
and one for public use with PAF and Roots Ill. People can bring their own 
disc or can purchase one from us and do their work in the library. 


We do not have a newspaper collection. The city library has the Palm 
Beach Post from 1924 on film so we use that source. We can order 
microfilm from the AGLL which can be kept for 4 weeks and then returned 
or can be purchased. Our collection does not circulate. All items such as 
purses, large notebooks, cases, etc. must be stored in a locker outside the 
door to the library. We do all photocopying, not the patron because of the 
damage to the books. We have a variety of charts for sale for the 
convenience of our patrons but are not really in the business of selling 
things.
